Pleasant Valley Man 
Arrested In Probe 
Of Tuesday Alarms 


Frank Heikkila was bound 
over for trial in the Superior 
Court at a preliminary hearing 
held at 1:30 o’cfock Friday after- 
before Justice of the Peace T. 
F. Lewis. Bail was set at $2,000. 
Charged as a “firebug” and liable, 

if found guilty, to a term of from 
one to ten years in prison, Frank 
Heikkila, 22, Pleasant Valley farmer, 
was lodged in the county jail Thurs- 
day evening. 

According to District Attorney 
Henry S. Lyon, Heikkila is charged | 
under Section 600 of the Penal: 
Code, with setting a series of five 
fires in the district between Somer- 
set and Pleasant Valley on Tuesday 
evening. 

He was arrested by State Fire 
Warden Willard Austin following 
an investigation by himself and 
Special Agent Kennedy, of the Di- 
vision of Forestry, in which they 
were assisted by the District Attor- 
ney. 

Authorities report Heikkila has | 
not denied the charge and has; 
gone so far as to intimate that he 
may plead guilty. 

In their investigation of the ser- 
ies of five fires which broke out al- 
most simultaneously, officials report 
they learned that Heikkila was rid- 
ing along the road in a truck driven 
by John Meyers, proceeding from 
Somerset toward Pleasant Valley. 

They have Meyers’ signed state- | 
ment that Heikkila was lighting | 
matches from a box and _ tossing 
them into the dry grass and brush | 
along the roadside. The man was 
said to have been drinking. 

Meyers informed officials that he 
endeavored to restrain Heikkila | 
from throwing out matches but was 
unable to do so. 

The state Division of Forestry was 
able to get suppression crews at} 
the scene of the fires in time to 
control them quickly.

State Apportionment Of 
Registration, In Lieu 
Tax Is Announced 


State offices at Sacramento on 
Friday announced the apportion- 
ment of motor vehicle registration 
fees to counties for the first half of 
the calendar year and the alloca- 
tion of a share of the “in lieu” 
tax on motor vehicles to cities and 
counties. 

In th division of the registration 
fees, E] Dorado County, credited with 
5,063 fee paid registrations, will re- 
ceive $6,886.57. The fee paid reg- 
istration in the county includes 4,- 
377 autos, 472 trucks with pneu- 
matic tires; 14 motorcycles; 2 solid- 
tired trailers and 198 pneumatic- 
tired trailers. 

The share of the in lieu tax to 
cities is apportioned on a basis of 
$.0457 plus per capita and Placer- 
ville, with a population given as 
2,367, will get 108.31 for the quarter 
ended June 30. 

The share in the in lieu tax to 
counties, also apportioned on a pop- 
ulation basis at the rate of $.017 
plus per capita, credits the county 
with 8,325 population and amounts

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FRUIT HANDLERS IN SWEDEN 


SEATTLE, Wash., — That the 
fruit trade in Sweden is ahead of 
our own in conditioning pears be- 
fore offering them for sale, was 
brought out in a visit to the Pear 
Bureau office here today by Gun- 
nar Persson. Mr. Persson is chief 
{sales manager of Aktiebolaget Nils- 
son & Blide, of Stockholm, one of 
the largest foreign buyers of fresh 
fruits. This 1s his first trip to Am- 
erica. 
| “Yes, we ‘condition’ pears before 
they are sold to the housewife,” 
said Mr. Persson. “We would not 
think of offering hard, green pears. 
A woman in Stockholm would not 
come back a second time if she were 
sold green pears, as she is so ac- 
customed to buying ripe fruit, all 


} ready to eat. This does not apply to 


the country places, where they are 
not so particular. 

“Many pears and other fruits ar- 
rive in Sweden in a ripe condition, 
sometimes too ripe. It is then ne- 
cessary for us to immediately dis- 
pose of them through a coopera- 
tive chain, something like your five 
and ten-cent stores, They sell only 
foods here, at a low price. 

“However, we get fruits from the 
various foreign countries, such as 
Comice pears from Argentina, and 
grapes from Africa. Grapes are 
sometimes too ripe. Lemons some- 
times arrive in a green condition,

“We Would Not Think Of Offering Hard, Green 
Pears,” Declares Stockholm Sales Manager: 
Retailers Often Have Ripening Rooms 


and are set in rooms kept at living 


room temperature, and we put green | 


pears in the same rooms. We keep 
them there about a week, usually, 
so when they reach the housewife, 
they are in an edible condition.” 

Retailers frequently have rooms 
where they ripen fruit, in addition 
to the two large ripening rooms 
which Stockholm wholesalers main- 
tain. If retailers do not have a sup- 
ply of ripe fruit continuously, they 
severely criticize the importers, Mr. 
Persson says. 

Stressing the conditioning of fall 
and winter pears, to take the re- 
frigeration out of the heart of the 
pear, is one of the chief interests 


of the Pear Bureau. The advertis- | 


ing office of the Pear Bureau, in 
its field work, has found that one 
of the chief factors in deterring sale 
of fall and winter years has been 


the offering of hard, green pears to | 


consumers. The Bureau points out 
that educating retailers and whole- 
salers to “condition” pears trails 
by sereval years the education of the 
fruot trade to ripen bananas. “You 
wouldn’t sell a green banana, would 
you?” they ask, and maintain that 
if fall and winter pears are prop- 
erly conditioned before being of- 
fered consumers, a largely increas- 
ed demand would result in bigger 
Outlets and better prices for grow- 
ers.

LABOR POLICY 


State Commander Answers 
Statements Attributed 
To Bridges, ClO Leader 


SAN FRANCISCO, (lP)—The Am- 
erican Legion is strictly neutral in 
all matters pertaining to capital 


and labor, Dr. Henry G. Watters, ' 


state commander, said today 
answering criticism by 
Bridges, west coast leader of the 
Congress of Industrial 
tions. 

Answering publisned statements 
attributed to Bridges calling the Le- 
gion and its leaders “anti-labor,” 
Watters directed attention to the 
statement of policy adopted at the 
1937 state Legion convention at 
Stockton. 

This statement urged absolute 
neutrality in labor disputes, for- 
bade Legion members acting as in- 
dividuals in such disputes to use 
any part of the Legion uniform, and 
declared use of the Legion name in 
such disputes was a misrepresenta- 
tion of Legion policy. 

Referring to other published 
statements in which Bridges was 
quoted as advising unions to purge 
Legion members from their rolls, 
Watters said: 

“It is most regrettable that an 
alien at a time when he is being ac- 
cused of un-American activities 
should go so far as to threaten with 
expulsion from the organization 
which he represents all loyal Amer- 
ican citizens who by virtue of their 
very membership in the American 
Legion have pledged themselves to 
the principles of Americanism.” 

Bridges previously had said he had 
not advised a specific purge “of 
American Legion spies” from union 
ranks but had recommended that 
all “labor spies” in union groups be 
peepelled without discrimination,

Cul- 
bert Olson was endeavoring today 
to arrange a 25-cent toll for the 
San Francisco-Oakland bridge.

1) olGNED 


| Boost In Payroll Tax 
| Delayed 3 Years By 
Revised Measure 


HYDE PARK, N. Y., (lP)—Presi- 
Gent Roosevelt today signed the so- 
| cial security revision act, freezing 
payroll taxes at one per cent for 
, the next three years to effect a 
| $905,000,000 tax saving for business 
and employes. 

Mr. Roosevelt termed the measure 
“another tremendous step forward 
in providing greater security for the 
people of this country.” 

He said it is imperative that in- 
| surance benefits incorporated in the 
| Social security program “be extend- 
ed to workers in all occupations.” 

At a press conference during 
which he revealed he had signed the 
bill, the President criticized the 
Connally amendment, which con- 
| gress rejected, as a step toward 
complete federalization of the social 
security program. The rejected am- 
;endment would have revised the 
| basis of federal contributions to 
States for social security financing 
from a dollar-for-dollar matching 
basis to a two dollars for one ra- 
tion. 

Making extensive revisions in the 
new deal’s social security plan, the 
bill cancels previous plans to in- 
crease payroll taxes to one and one- 
half per cent on employers and em- 
ployes. It also extends social se- 
| curity coverage to more than L- 
| 000,000 workers not previously cov- 
ered and advances two years the be- 
ginning of old age annuity pay- 
;ments financed by taxes levied 
equally on workers and employers. 
Those payments had been scheduled 
to begin in January, 1942, but now 
will begin next January.
